tion has been accepted by Germany by 
virtue of the note from Secretary of 
State Lansing, of November S; 1918. in- 
dependently of the question Of responsi- 
bility for the war. The German dele- 
gation cannot admit that there could 
arise out of a responsibility Incurred, by 
the former German government in re- 
gard to the origin of the world war any 
right for the allied and associated pow- 
ers to be indemnified by Germany Tor 
loe»e« suffered during the war.

Statesmen, bankers and business men 


throughout the country are pointing to 
the resumption of building activities as 
the keystone upon which we must build 
our "after-the-war" prosperity. 


Furthermore, they agree in saying 


that there was never a better time to 
invest money in such a safe project as 
.• home, tor housing conditions the coun- 
try over are so inadequate that projierty 
•,alue* have aiist-n. rents have increased 
and the home-builder will catch a "top" 
market with his finished building. 
At 
the same lime, every building will do 
us share in alleviating unprecedented 
housing conditions. 


The money, thrown into circulation, 


v.ill provide employ ment locally, will call 
for subcontracts for materials and fci\e 
industry the impetus that it must have 
to get under way again on a peace basis. 
Without this monpy in circulation, we 
will invite a period of industrial stagna- 
tion. 


Some idea of the necessity for imme- 


diate building operations n.ay be gained 
Irom the following information publish- 
ed try the Chicago Association of Com 
merce: 


Conservative estimates indicate that 


at least 700,000 new homes must be buili 
in the I'mted States during the present 
>ear if the accumulated shortage of war 
years is to be met. Statistics show that 
during ISIS the volume of house-build- 
ing operations was 14 per cent less than 
in U>13. 
The most striking result of 


Uie shortage of hom-s has liven a large 
increase in rents. 
This increase has 


lieen greatest in cities where a large 
volume of w-ar work was performed. 
But with one exception, the minimum 
increase in rents has been 10 per cent. 
While the increased cost of material and 
labor has undoubtedly had its effect in 
raising rental charges, builders and real 
estate men l»e-leve that the predominat- 
ing influence has been the cessation of 
activity in new building since 1914. 


The department of iabor is advised 


by the building and loan as-sociaitons 
throughout the United States that in 
normal times it requires the building 
of about 'iOO.OOO homes per year to sup- 
p/y "Me normal growth of the country 
and to replace loss by fire and other 
agencies.
